Both federal and provincial per 
capita payments in B.C. were far 
above any others. Saskatchewan, 
which showed a per capita expen- 
diture of $95.48 and stood second in 
the list, received $51.97 of that total 
from Ottawa, $32.70 from the pro- 
vincial government and $10.81 from 
municipalities. Only one other prov- 
ince, Alberta, required more from 
the municipal governments than did

SENSE OF LOSS REMOTE 

from the monetary value of the 
vessel has been felt by thousands in 
this country over the destruction by 
fire of the Empress of Canada. 

To many it is the very real emo- 
tion stemming from some, associa- 
tion with the ship as passengers.

Curling Rink Modern in Detail 


There will be curling in Vic 
toria by the middle of February. 

That is the latest word from 
Max Zabel and Eric Bullock, 
president and building superin 
tendent, respectively, of the Vic- 
toria Curling Club. 

Rainy weather has 
down the construction schedule 
but it has been announced the 
building will officially oper 
Feb. 7 and curling will follow 
one week later after the first 
ice surface is laid. 

However, the building is be 
ginning to assume the propor 
tions of beauty and utility its 
proponents promised when the 
drive for funds first started. 

A thick cement floor, covering 
the freezing system, has been 


laid. 
The excellent floor will make 


slowed 


it possible to hold automobile, 
flower and dog shows as well as 
boxing and wrestling matches 
during the summer period. Club 
officials do not intend to let the 
rink lay dormant during any 
part of the year and have al- 
ready received many offers for 
the use of 
shows and conventions. 

The entrance of the building 
alone should be a magnet to 
draw people into the interior. 

Huge double doors will lead 
into: the roomy stairway, the 
top, of the entrance being fin 
ished with. reeded glass blocks 
set off with contrasting plaster 
and Roman tile brick 

In the entrance, stairs lead to 
the basement, and the first and 
second floors. One side of the 
stairway is finished in decora- 
tive plaster and the otHer in réd 
Roman tile brick. Chrome hand 
rails will be installed for the 


the building for’ 


first and second floor staircases 

In the basement are men's 
locker rooms, lavatories, storage 
rooms, a Sanquet halland the 
heating plant which includes a 
500-gallon hot-water boiler 

The first floor is the entrance 
to the eight-sheet ice surface 
and is the central point of the 
entire rink. 

Ceilings have been finished in 
aeoustic plaster applied in an 
attractive splatter effect. Im 
mediately to the rear of the ice 
surface are 18 windows sloping 
inwards and covering a horizon 
tal distance of 85 feet. A hot- 
water heating unit runs under. 
neath the windows to prevent 
steam from forming on the 
glass, 


To the right of the main en 


trance will be the club’s inner, 


and outer offices which contain 
a inter-communicating system 
reaching every room in the rink 


and a master light panel with 
four switches controlling 36 cir 
cuits Telephone booths are 
next te the offices 

To the right of the entrance 
is a cigarette bar and a coffee 
shop The coffee shop is 
equipped with a counter as weil 
as chrome tables and chairs and 
upholstered seats around the 
wall. Soft drink and ice cream 
coolers are behind the counter 
and the shop has an adjoining 
kitchen 

The upper floor is devoted al- 
most exclusively to lady club 
members. One half of the rear 
section will be utilized for 
locker, powder and rest rooms 
while the other half will be 
taken up with a banquet hall 
and separate kitchen. 

The front part of the floor. 
overlooking the ice, has the 
same—observation layout as the 
first floor, the entire wall being

Education has become a pub- 
lic whipping post, Bernard Gil- 
lie, principal of S. J. Willis 
Junior High School, said Tues- 
day night In an address to the 
North Kiwanis Club, 

“Popular opinion about edu- 
cation seems to be that it costs 
too much, that there aren't 
enough teachers to carry it out 
and that ‘we don't like it when 
we get it’,” said Mr. Gillie. 

The speaker then came up 
with some interesting statistics. 

He said in 1951 it cost $54,- 
000,000 to educate B.C.’s 173,000 
pupils, or $312 a pupil. 

This amount, he continued, is 
what a child’s parents would 
spend a year buying a package 
of cigarettes each, every day. 

The cost was about $50 for 
every man, woman and child in 
the province.

South America Offers Outlet 
As Britain’s Purchases Dwindle 


Canada is turning to South America as a market fos 
farm products, because there is “little possibility” of 
reviving trade with Great Britain for many years to come 


This was the opinion of E. C. 
| Hope, economist of the Cana- 
dian Federation of Agriculture, 
who addressed the Federation 
convention in Empress Hotel 
| this morning. 

Mr. Hope~stated that the fed- 
eral government, convinced that 
the UK market will be poor for) 
some time, is now attempting) 
to increase its agricultural ex 
ports to South American coun- 
tries. 

He also made a recommenda- 
tion for a sound agricultural 
price control program to safe-| 
guard producers from a collapse 
in prices of farm products. 

Mr. Hope said, however, farm- 
ers would have to make a de-| 
tailed study of price controls 
before submitting any such 
scheme to the federal govern- 
ment 

“Practically every country in 
the world has some measure of 
government intervention in the 
field of agricultural prices, 
either to provide cheap food for 
consumers or.to insulate farm 
ers against the full shock of 
free market prices,” he said. 
LARGER SHARE 

Farmers, like labor, he added, 
wanted a larger share of the 
real income of society. 

“Business has its own way to 
strive for its parity,” he said. 
“Canadian agriculture has been 
a latecomer in the fight for its 
fair share of the national pie. 
Agriculture now knows what it 
wants.” 

Mr. Hope's recommendation 
will be submitted as a resolu- 
tion to convention as a whole 
this afternoon.

SCIENCE SAYS 


An agricultural economist 
told B.C. farmers today not to 
worry about a world famine, 
because scientists may soon 
be able to make proteins out 
of the air. 

E. C. Hope told the Cana- 
dian Federation of Agricul- 
ture Convention at the Em- 
press Hotel to ignore reports 
that farmers will not be able 
to feed “our people in the next 
few years.” 

These reports are long-term 
predictions. based on, the 
growth of world population 
and the depletion of natural 
resources. “Who would have 
said 30 years ago that today 
we would be able to produce 
half the world’s fats from 
vegetable oils?” he asked: 

“There is now even a possi- 
bility that we may be able to 
make proteins from the air.” 

Mr. Hope's remarks on 
world famine followed com- 
plaints from several B.C. 
farmers that they were being 
told by some food experts that 
there would soon be a short- 
age of food.

Great Britain's Place in World is 


As Mediator, Speaker Tells Club 


British diplomacy, as exem- 
plified in the “judgment and 
compassion of Eden and the 
genius of Churchill,” was ex 
plained to the Women’s Cana 
dian Club, Tuesday afternoon, 
by Max Freedman, associate 
editor of the Winnipeg Free 
Fress 

Without notes and with an 
easy flow of words that marks 
the outstanding speaker, Mr. 
Feeedman divided his address 
into clear cut segments, that, 
placed in.proper position, pre 
sented a picture of Great Brit- 
ain’s place in the free world's 
search for peace 

Commencing with the United 
States, the speaker pointed out 
that nothing in the world was 
so important as “the constant 
co-operation of London and 
Washington.” 

“If this is accomplished,” he 
said, “when the test comes .. . 
as come it must - we will 
have a foundation of good will 
between these two great powers 
upon which to rely and build.” 

Swinging quickly to Europe, 
where he had recently spent six 
months visiting every country 
this side of the Iron Curtain, 
Mr. Freedman touched on the 
Schuman formula for an Euro- 
pean army. 

“Britain is staying aloof at 
present to allow the Europeans 
to work out a solution. If 
needed, she is in a better po- 
sition than any of the other 
powers to act as mediator,” he 
said
